A heavy wind stoim which struck 


Stevens Point and vicinity Sunday af- 
ternoon at 3:30 o'clock caused prop»r- 
ty damage estimated at many thou- 
sands of dollars. While the loss in this 
city alone will run high, reports com- 
ing in late today from lural districts 
show that the storm was even more- 
severe there, wrecking farm building- 
:md killing stock \o fatalities or in- 
juries havp so far been reported. 


Hea%y Damage Here 


In Stevens Point roofs were torn 


from 
several 
buildings, chimney." 


blown down, windows broken amf 
dozens of large shade trees eithy 
broken off or uprooted. Telephone and 
electric lighting service was crippled, 
largely the result of trees falling upor- 
the wires. 


Lasts Two Minutes 


Following a long period of dn, 


weather, rain fell intermittently Sat- 
urday night and Sunday, with the 
wind storm coming as a climax to th<> 
sudden change in weather conditions. 
Shortly after 3 o'clock the rky black- 
ened and when the storm broke a 
heavy shower of hale came down. High 
wind acccmpanied it, leaving a path 
of destruction for many miles from 
northwest 
to 
southeast. 
Althoucrr 


the strength of the wind disappeared 
after two minutes' time, heavy pro- 
perty loss resulted. People were driv- 
en from local streets to pl.ices oT 
shelter by the hail and high wind. 


Height Saved Homes 


The fact that local homes escaped 


destruction is attributed entirely to 
the height of the storm as it passecf 
over the city. Had it swept down clog- 
er to the ground many buildings 
would probably have been wrecked 
and lives lost by the strength of the 
wincl. 


Sunday's storm was the most de- 


structive in Stevens Point since tho 
cyclone of November. 1908, which 
swept through the city from south- 
west to northeast, doing heavy pro* 
perty damage.

Railway Materials Hit 


The wind caused damage at the 


plant of the Railway Materials com- 
pany estimated at $600 or more. The 
crest of the roof, comprised of pane." 
of glass set in wooden frames to re? 
light into the building, was rippeo 
off for a length of 75 feett or nearly 
half the length of the ridge. Thirty- 
six frames in all, together with moro 
than 700 panes of glass, were cameo 
over the south side of the roof, land- 
ing on the ground near the buildln^ 
40 feet below. Many of them were 
badly wrecked and practically all ot 
the glass brcken. Only.one frame fell 
inside the plant. A local -contractor 
was at work today making repairs to 
the damaged roof. The. damage was 
covered by insurance. 


Soo Building Wrecked 


The west wall of the Soo repair de- 


partment shop, a short distance soutn 
of the Railway Materials compan> 
plant, was wrecked when struck by 
the gale. There is a noticeable bu:gt; 
in the big brick wall and Soo foremen 
stated that the wall is unsafe and 
will have to be completely torn down 
and built over. The wall Is approxi- 
mately 70 feet wide and 45 feet high 
and the bulge extends over nearly 
every part of it. 


The brick gave way the most in tho 


center of the wall below n circular 
window which was blown out. Doors 
in the building were closed at the time 
and it is believed that if the window 
had not been blown in the wall would

This-Idea, with others, 
has led to the establishment of great 
national parks, which are really great 
game preserves.
